Canada’s development after the 
war affords a subject .upon which 
many minds have been engaged, and 
in regard to which many suggestions 
have been made. Not all of these 
suggestions have been well consider- 
ed. Certainly not all will pass the 
test of practicability. But all those 
who have given the question ‘serious 
thought are, as the Montreal Ga- 
zette says, in’ agreement as to the 
paramount importance of a. sound 
policy of immigration. 

In the past, continues the . Mont- 
real paper, the aim has been to bring 
in new citizens with more regard to 
numbers than to quality. The set- 
tlers brought across the Atlantic 
have been called the “off-scourings of 
Europe.” That is too harsh a term, 
because the class of immigration 
which it has been intended to em- 
brace has included a great numbe 
of sober, industrious, thrifty an 
useful settlers, who have become 
creditable citizens. The policy fol- 
lowed Las been, nevertheless, too in- 
discriminate, with the result that the 
-mewer provinces of the west are to- 
day called upon to face social and 
economic problems from which. we 
ought to have been. spared. 

When the war began the flow of 
settlers from the continent of Eur- 
ope stopped, as did the flow of new 
citizens from the British Isles.

If 
one wants to realize the heinousncss 
of the peace of Frankfort, the ab- 
sence of the quality-of mercy in 
German official classes, the, perver- 
sion of natural instincts of German 
imperalists, let him talk to fathers 
ard mothers and wives and children 
among cultivated Alsatians and Lor- 
rainers. Let him listen to the young 
men who have’ not been able to 
escape wearing the helmet that is at 
the same time the brand~of~shame 
and the badge of slavery. 

To the boys,‘as they grow to adol- 
escence, German rule has meant eith- 
er wearing the uniform of the hated 
conqueror or a life of exile far from 
loved ones. The girls have no*choice, 
Born-and raised in an atmosphere of 
grief, if they have married, it has 
been with the prayer that God would 
spare them the anguish of having 
sons. . 

I am not exaggerating. Any Alsa- 
tian whose family béliéved ihat the 
higher patriotism was staying in the 
country and submitting to the Ger-.
